If the ewes or lam bs have not 
been drenched, and are show ing any 
indication of 
intestinal parasites, 
they should be drenched. 
For those m en who produce lats 
lambs, the breeding season is at 
hand, and if arrangem ents have not 
been m ade for the use of a good 
pure bred ram . these arrangem ents 
should be m ade a t once. 
The kind 
of lambs you have next year will 
depend 50f: on the kind of a ram 
used this fall.

The | 
iron should not be “scrubbed” over 
the m aterial but pressed lightly over 
the pressing cloth or lifted from 
place to place. 
Careless pressing of a wool gar­ 
m ent may result in m aking a shiny j 
spot at the seams on the right side, j 
Lay a piece of woolen m aterial over j 
the shiny place, dam pen a cloth and 
ay over this. 
Hold the iron as close 
as possible to the dam p cloth w ith­ 
out actually touching it and steam 
out the shine. 
Use this same m eth ­ 
od for taking shine off the back of 
a skirt. Brush the place with a wire 
brush 
after pressing. 
Miss Vogle 
says. 
Velvets m ay be steam ed by pass­ 
ing the wrong side over a hot iron 
over which a dam p cloth has been 
laid. 
Invert the iron and slip the 
handle over the small end of the 
sleeve board.
